The  Institute  of  Chemistry  was  founded  iu  October,  1877,  and 
was  at  fii-st  incorporated  under  the  Companies'  Acts. 

In  June,  1885,  the  Institute  was  Incorporated  by  Royal 
-C'harter  for  the  following  purposes  : — 

To  promote  the  better  education  of  persons  desirous  of 
qualifying  themselves  to  be  public  and  technical 
analysts  and  chemical  advisers  on  scientific  subjects. 

To  examine  candidates,  and  to  grant  certificates  of  com- 
petency. 

To  elevate  the  profession  of  Consulting  and  Analytical 
Chemistry  by  setting  up  a  high  standard  of  scientific 
and  practical  proficiency,  and  by  requiring  on  the 
part  of  its  Members  the  observance  of  strict  rules 
in  regard  to  professional  conduct. 

No  person  is  qualified  to  become  an  Associate  of  the  Institute 
until  he  has  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  unless  he 
has  passed  through  a  course  of  at  least  three  years'  study  of 
Theoretical  and  Analytical  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Elementary 
Mathematics,  and  has  passed  such  examinations  in  the  several 
subjects  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Council. 

In  order  to  become  eligible  for  the  Fellowship,  an  Associate 
is  required  to  have  been  continuously  engaged  for  a  further 
term  of  three  years  in  the  study  and  practical  work  of  Applied 
Chemistry  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Council. 


Except  iu  certain  special  cases  provided  for  by  the  Charter^ 
no  person  is  eligible  for  the  Fellowship  who  has  not  passed 
through  the  grade  of  Associate. 

The  Certificates  granted  by  the  Institute  are  renewed  annually^ 
and  therefore  differ  from  the  degrees  granted  l)y  Universities  and 
other  similar  bodies,  which  constitute  merely  evidence  of  attain- 
ments, inasmuch  as  Membership  of  the  Institute  is  liable  to  be 
forfeited  in  the  event  of  the  Member  being  guilty  of  unpro- 
fessional conduct. 

The  initials  F.I.C.  (which  every  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry  is  entitled  to  use)  indicate,  therefore,  not  only  a  sound 
scientific  training,  but  practical  experience,  and  general  trust- 
worthiness in  all  that  relates  to  the  practice  of  his  profession. 


KEGULATIOXS    FOR   ADMISSION    TO    THE 

MEMBERSHIP   OF  THE   INSTITUTE   PRESCRIBED  BY 

THE  CHARTER  AND  BYE-LAWS. 

Charter  3.  "  The  Members  of  the  Institute  shall  be  divided 
into  two  classes  to  be  styled  Fellows  and  Associates. 

Charter  4.  "  The  Council  shall  require  from  every  person 
desiring  to  become  an  Associate  of  the  Institute,  evidence  of 
the  following  qualifications : — 

(1)  "That  he  is  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

(2)  "  That  he  has  been  educated  and  trained  in  such  manner 

as  the  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

(3)  "That  he  has  jjassed  an   Examination  approved  by  the 

Council  in  Chemistry,  Physics  and  Elementary  ]\Iathe- 
matics,  conducted  by  a  recognised  University,  College,. 
School  or  Society,  and  has  passed  such  other  Examination 
or  Examinations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Council. 


Charter  5.  "  The  Council  shall  require  from  every  Candidate 
for  the  Fellowship  iu  cases  where  such  Candidate  has  not  been 
admitted  as  an  Associate,  evidence  of  the  following-  qualifications  : 

(1)  '"That  he  is  not  less  than  twenty-four  years  of  age. 

(2)  "  That  he  has  passed  through  a  course  of  three  years' 

training  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council  in  Theoretical 
and  Analytical  Chemistry  and  Pliysics,  and  has  subse- 
quently been  engaged  for  three  years  either  as  assistant 
to  a  Chemist  of  repute,  or  as  a  Professor  or  Demonstrator 
of  Practical  Chemistry  at  some  known  University, 
College,  or  Medical  School,  or  as  a  Chemist  in  a 
Technical  Industry,  or  has  after  three  year's  training  as 
above,  conducted  and  published  an  original  research  of 
sufficient  merit  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  on  some 
chemical  subject  necessitating  practical  work — or  that 
he  has  been  trained  and  occupied  in  other  ways,  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  are  equivalent  to  fulfilling 
the  conditions  hereinbefore  contained. 

"  In  cases  where  the  person  applying  for  admission  as  a  Fellow 
has  previously  been  admitted  as  an  Associate  the  Council  shall 
reijuire  of  every  such  person  proof  that  he  possesses  the  under- 
mentioned qualifications  : — 

(1)  "  That  he  is  not  less  than  twenty-four  years  of  age. 

(2)  "  That  he  has  since  his  admission  as  an  Associate  and 

for  a  period  of  three  years  therefrom  been  continuously 
engaged  in  the  study  and  practical  work  of  applied 
Chemistry  in  a  manner  that  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Council. 

"  Where  Candidates  are  unable  to  produce  evidence  upon  the 
above  points  satisfactory  to  the  Council  an  examination  shall  be 
imi 


Charter  6.  "  The  Council  shall  decide  whether  any  person 
applying  to  be  admitted  as  a  Fellow  or  an  Associate  has  or  has 
not  fulfilled  such  of  the  Conditions  in  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  Our  Charter  as  are  applicable  in  his  case." 

Bye-law  5'.).  "  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  objects  thereof,  the  Council 
shall  cause  such  examinations  as  they  may  see  fit  to  be  held,  and 
shall  prepare  and  publish  Rules  to  regulate  such  examinations, 
and  to  define  the  cases  and  circumstances  under  which  the  said 
examinations  shall  severally  apply,  the  periods  at  which  they  shall 
be  held,  the  subjects  which  they  shall  respectively  comprise,  the 
fees,  if  any,  which  shall  be  paid  or  deposited  by  Candidates  in 
respect  of  such  examinations,  and  the  nature  of  the  certificate,  if 
any,  to  be  granted  to  successful  Candidates  ;  and  the  Council 
shall  from  time  to  time  vary  or  rescind  any  of  the  said  Rules  or 
add  thereto,  in  any  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
think  fit." 

Bye-law  54.  "Every  person,  prior  to  his  admission  as  a 
Fellow  or  Associate,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  a  witness,  make  and 
subscribe  his  name  to  the  following  declaration  : — 

"  I  (A  B),  of 
"do  solemnly  and  sincerely  declare  that  while  a  Fellow  (or 
"Associate)   of    The    Institute   of   Chemistry,    1    will 
"observe    the    Regulations  thereof.     That    I   will    demean 
"  myself  honourably  in  the  practice  of  my  profession,  and  to 
"  the  utmost  of  my  power  maintain  the  dignity  and  welfare 
"of  the  Institute." 
Bye-law  5").     "  Every  person,  prior  to    his  admission  as   a 
Fellow  or  Associate,  shall  subscribe  his  name  to  a  copy  of  these 
Bye-laws,  with  a  statement  that  he  has  read  the  same,  in  testimony 
of  his  having  engaged  himself  to  the  observance   thereof,  and 
siiall  pay  the  fees  prescribed." 


Council   Regulations. 


1. — Tu  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  and 
Bye-Laws  as  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  extracts,  the  Council 
has  made  the  following  Eegulations  relating  to  the 
Qualifications  of  Associates  and  Fellows. 

2, — There  are  three  Examinations  for  admission  to  the 
grade  of  Associate,  viz.  : — 

I.  A  preliminary  Examination*  in  subjects  of  General 
Education.     (See  Clause  2,  page  '.).) 

II.  xVn  Intermediate  Examination  in  general  Theoretical 
and  Practical  Chemistry.  (Clause  0,  page  12,  and 
pp.  18-lG.) 

III.  A  Final  Examination  in  Practical  Chemistry  of  a  more 
special  character.  (Clause  (J  on  page  12,  and 
page  IG). 


3.— STUDENTS. 


1.  Bye-law  57.  All  persons  desirous  of  being  placed  on  the 
Register  of  Students  of  the  Institute  shall  be  proposed  by  the 
;Member  of  the  Institute  with  whom  they  are  studying,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Council,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
Council  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

•Applicants  for  the  Studentship  must  pass  this  examination  before  they  can 
be  registered. 


2.  Bye-law  58.  Students  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
Meetinp:s  of  the  Members  of  the  Institute,  but  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  vote  at  such  Meetings. 

I).  Students  shall  receive,  gratis,  the  "  Proceedings  "  of  the 
Institute  as  they  are  published. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  THE   ADMISSION  OF  STUDENTS. 
4,— Every   Candidate  for   the    Studentship   is   required  to 
produce  evidence : — 

1.  That  he  is  not  less  than  17  years  of  age. 

2.  That  he  has  passed  an  approved  preliminary  examination!. 
(See  page  ',)). 

3.  That  he  is,  at  the  time  of  application,  a  pupil  of  a  Member  of 
the  Institute,  or  at  one  of  the  Universities  or  chartered  or  incor- 
porated Colleges  or  Schools  approved  by  the  Council,  and  is  bond 

fide  in  course  of  preparation  and  training  with  the  object  of 
becoming  engaged  in  the  profession  of  Analytical  and  Consulting 
Chemistry  as  defined  by  the  Charter. 

4.  That  he  has  paid  his  first  Annual  Registration  Fee  of 
Five  Shillings.''' 

5.  The  Annual  Registration  Fee  is  due  on  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year.  Any  Student  who  shall  omit  to  pay  his 
Annual  Registration  Fee,  when  due,  shall,  on  a  Resolution  to 
that  effect  being  passed  by  the  Council,  have  his  name  removed 
from  the  Reu'ister. 


*£ye-law  67.    Students  sliall  pay  such  Annual  Subscription,  not  exceeding  One 
Guinea,  as  the  Council  may  from  time  to  time  frescribe. 


<;.  All  Students  of  the  Institute  are  required  to  present  them- 
selves for  Examination  within  the  term  of  five  years  from  the 
date  of  their  admission  or  their  names  will  be  removed  from  the 
Register,  unless  they  can  give  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Council 
for  an  extension  of  the  time  being  granted. 

7.  Students  registered  before  1st  October,  1893,  will  be  admitted 
to  the  Associateship  (not  the  Fellowship)  and  Associates  on  the 
Register  at  the  same  time  will  be  admitted  to  the  Fellowship 
under  the  Regulations  which  were  in  force  on  tlieir  admission. 


5.— QUALIFICATIONS   OF  ASSOCIATES. 

Every  Candidate  for  the  Associateship  is  required  to 
produce  evidence — 

1.  That  he  is  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age  [see 
foregoing  extract,  page  4].  A  certificate  of  birth  or  baptism  as 
evidence  of  age  is  required. 

2.  That  he  has  passed  an  approved  Preliminary  Examination,* 

*  The  "  Regulations  of  the  General  Medical  Council  in  regard  to  the  Registra- 
tion of  Medical  and  Dental  Students,"  which  contains  a  list  of  the  Examinations 
accepted  in  lieu  of  the  "  PrelimLaary,"  can  he  obtained  (6id.  by  post)  from  Messrs.

But  for  all  information  as  to  the  Regulations  of  the  various  Examining  Bodies, 
for  the  dates  on  which  these  Examinations  are  held,  and  for  previous  Examination 
Papers  (if  any)  issued  or  published  by  them,  application  should  be  made  to  the 
respective  Bodies.

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viz.,  one  of  those  required  to  be  passed  by  Medical  Students 
previous  to  registration,  before  presenting  himself  for  the 
examinations  conducted  by  the  Institute.  He  shall  also  produce  a 
satisfactory  certificate  of  moral  character.f 

>].  That  he  has  passed  satisfactorily  through  a  systematic 
course  of  at  least  three  years'  study  in  the  subjects  of  Theoretical 
and  Practical  Chemistry,  Physics  and  Elementary  ^Mathematics 
in  any  one  or  more  of  the  Universities,  or  chartered  or  incoi'- 
porated  Colleges  or  Schools  approved  by  the  Council.  Or,  that 
during  at  least  two  years  he  has  been  entered  as  a  Student  of 
the  Institute,  and  during  the  vrhole  of  this  period  has  regularly 
attended  systematic  courses||  of  instruction  in  the  said  subjects 
at  such  University,  College,  or  School,  and  that  he  has  also  been 
engaged  for  two  other  years  in  the  Laboratory  of  a  Fellow  of 
the  Institute. 

He  shall  also  give  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Council  of 
having  attended  a  course  of  instruction  in  one  subject  selected  by 
himself  from  the  following  list,  viz. : — 

(«)  Mathematics  : — Trigonometiy,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. 
(/;)    Elementary      Mechanics,      Steam,      and      General       Chemical 
Engineering  :— Properties  of  Constructive   Materials  :  — Timber,  Iron, 

t  Persons  who  have  complied  with  all  the  conditions  of  this  clause  (2)  may  be 
registered  as  Students  of  the  Institute  in  accordance  with  Bye-law  57. 

II  Candidates  will  be  considered  to  have  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the 
Council,  upon  producing  evidence  of  having  attended  the  following  courses  of 
instruction  : — 

(«)  The   ordinary  systematic  courses    of  Lectures  given  by  the  Professor 
in    the    selected   College    on     "  Tlieoretical     Chemistry"    (including 
Inorganic  and  Organic)  during  two  years. 
(h)  For  "Practical  Chemistry,"  Laboratory  Work,    during  two  Academic 
years,  tliree  days  in  each  week,  and  at  least  live  hours  each  day. 

(c)  For  "  Physics."     Attendance  on  at  least  50  Lectures  on  Physics,  and 

work  in  the  Physical  Laboratory  of  at  least  100  hours  durhig  the  two 
years. 

(d)  For    "Elenientary     Mathematics,"     Enclid,    Books   I.,     II.    and    III. 

Algebra  to  Quadratic  Equations;  Katio  and  Proportion.  Plane 
Trigonometry  to  solutions  of  triangles  ;  heights  and  distances  ;  area  of 
a  triangle ;  use  of  logarithms. 
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steel,  Masonrj'.  Pi-incix)les  of  Ci instruction  of  Boilers.  Steani  Engines, 
Gas  Engines,  Water-VVheels,  and  Turbines,  Pumping  Engines  and 
Pumps.  Dynamo  Machines,  and  Secondai7  Batteries.  Furnaces. 
(40  to  .50  Lectures,  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  instruction.) 

(c)  Metallurgy  :— Furnace  Materials  and  Constraction :  Fuel  (solid,  liquid 
and  gaseous),  Mechanical  Stokers,  Pyrometers,  Calorimetry.  Manufac- 
ture and  Properties  of  Iron  and  Steel,  Manufacture  of  any  two  other 
Metals,  and  their  properties.  Assay  of  the  metals  chosen  to  be  learnt 
practically.    (40  to  50  Lectures,  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  instruction). 

(d)  Geology  akd  Mineralogy  : — About  40  to  50  Lectures  or  an  equivalent 

amount  of  other  insti-uction,  with  sufficient  field  or  laboratory  work 
once  a  week  for  a  year,  on  general  Physical  and  Stratigraphical 
Geology,  Mineralogy,  Petrography,  and  Economic  Geology,  with 
special  reference  to  coal-fields,  ore  deposits,  water  supply,  and 
drainage. 

(e)  Elesiextary  Physiology  : — General  Biology  of  Plants  and  Animals. 

illustrated  by  reference  to  the  Structure  and  Life  History  of  selected 
types.  Histology  of  Simple  Tissues.  Composition  of  Human  Food 
and  its  Digestion.  Circulation  of  the  Blood,  Respiration,  Secretion 
and  Excretion,  Animal  Heat,  the  Functions  of  the  Nervous  System. 
(40  to  50  Lectui-es  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  instruction,  with 
Practical  work  on  the  qualitative  and  quantitative  Exammatiou  of 
blood,  urine,  bile,  and  milk.) 

4.  That  he  has  passed  the  Examinatioas  conducted  at  such 
University,  College,  or  School  in  connection  with  the  prescribed 
courses  of  instruction  in  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Elementary 
Mathematics,  together  with  the  selected  subjects  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  paragraph  ;  it  being  provided  that  Theoretical  and 
Practical  Chemistry  are  to  he  regarded  as  princij)al  subjects,  while 
the  others  are  subsidiary,  and  should  occupy  a  relatively  small 
proportion,  as  a  rule  not  more  than  one-fourth,  of  the  student's 
time. 

The  intention  of  the  Council  being  that  Candidates  tor  tlie 
Associateship  shall  have  devoted  at  least  three  years  to  continuous 
systematic  study,  no  course  of  lectures  or  other  form  of  instruc- 
tion in  Chemistry,  Physics,  or  Elementary  jNIathematics,  shall 
be  recognised  as  part  of  the  curriculum  prescribed  for  (Candi- 
dates for  the  Associateship  unless  given  in  the  day-time  by  the 
Professor  of  the  subject,  iu  one  of  the  recognised   Institutions, 
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or  in  the  case  of  Laboratory  work,  by  duly  appointed  Assistants, 
acting  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor  ;  and  unless  at  the 
same  time  sufficient  evidence  is  afforded  by  the  Candidate,  that 
during  the  period  of  attendance  upon  such  instruction  the  whole 
of  his  time  has  been  occupied  in  study  or  in  Laboratory  practice, 
either  in  a  recognised  College,  or  in  the  case  of  Students  who 
are  pupils  of  a  Member  of  the  Institute,  partly  in  a  recognised 
College  and  i)artly  in  the  Laboratory  of  such  Member. 


5.  That  he  has  passed  the  Intermediate  Examination,  to  be 
Qonducted  by  the  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Institute,  in  General 
Theoretical  Chemistry  and  Practical  Chemistry.  The  Examiua- 
tiou  Fee  of  £2  2s.  shall  be  paid  before  the  Candidate  is  admitted 
to  this  Examination.  Candidates  for  the  Associateship  who  have 
passed  any  of  the  following  Examinations,  shall  not  be  required 
to  pass  the  Intermediate  Examination  in  Chemistry  held  by  the 
Examiners  of  the  Institute,  but  upon  making  application  for 
admission  to  the  Final  Examination  they  shall  pay  the  sum  of 
£2  2s.  in  addition  to  the  fee  payable  at  the  tiual  examination  : —

the  Universities  of  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Durham,  London,  or  Victoria. 

The  Senior  Moderatorsliip  in  Experimental  Science  in  the  University  of 

Dublin. 
The  Associatesliip  of  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Central  Institute  in 

the  Department  of  Chemistry. 
The  Associateship  of  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  if  taken  before  LSSI. 
The  Associateship  of    the  Koyal    College    of    Science   in   tlic    division    of 

Chemistry. 
Tlie  Associateship  of  the  Koyal  College  of  Science,  Dublin,  in  the  Faculty 

of  Manufactures. 

().  That  he  has  passed  the  Final  Hxamination  in  Practical 
<'hemistry  to  be  conducted  by  tiie  Examiners  appointed  by  the 
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Institute.      Candidates   shall   be  required  to  show   a   thorough 
acquaintance  with  at  least  one  branch  of  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Examination  Fee  of  £:)  3s.  shall  be  paid  before  admission 
to  this  Examination. 


6.— REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  INTERMEDIATE 
EXAMINATION    FOR    THE     ASSOCIATE  SHI  P. 

1.  Examination  in  General  Theoretical  Chemistry  ;  at  least 
two  papers  will  be  set,  including  questions  in  both  inorganic  and 
organic  Chemistry. 

Candidates  will  be  required  to  show  an  acc^uaiutance  with  the 
fundamental  laws  of  Chemistry  ;  with  the  methods  of  prepara- 
tion of  the  more  important  elements  and  compounds,  both 
inorganic  and  organic  ;  with  the  principles  of  Chemical  Classifica- 
tion ;  and  the  current  theories  of  Chemical  constitution. 

2.  Examination  in  Practical  Chemistry  : — This  Examination 
will  be  partly  qualitative,  partly  quantitative,  and  will  occupy 
about  four  days. 

The  attention  of  Candidates  is  directed  to  the  following 
regulations  : — 

{f.)  Every  Candidate  shall  forward  to  the  Registrar,  one 
calendar  month  at  least  before  the  commencement  of  the  examin- 
ation, together  with  the  examination  fee,  a  note-book  or  note- 
books containing  a  record  of  the  chemical  work  of  all  kinds  done 
by  him  during  the  last  two  years  of  his  studentship,  the  genuine- 
ness of  the  record  to  be  attested  by  himself  and  his  professors  or

may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Registrar.

SYLLABUS    OF    SUBJECTS. 
A.— Qualitative. 

1.  Exercises  in  qualitative  analysis  :  such  as  the  analysis  of 
artificial  mixtures  of  moderate  complexity,  of  alloys,  of  ores,  the 
detection  of  specified  substances  present  in  minute  quantities,  or 
as  impurities  in  commercial  products. 

2.  Preparation  of  substances  so  chosen  as  to  elicit  evidence 
of  the  Candidate's  acquaintance  with  ordinary  chemical  operations, 
such  as  crystallisation,  dissolution,  distillation,  &c.  Determina- 
tion of  boiling  point,  melting  point,  relative  density,  or  solubiHty 
of  substances  so  prepared.

4.  The  examination  of  gases,  and  detection  of  one  or  more  of 
the  following  in  a  gaseous  mixture :  hydrogen,  oxygen,  nitrogen, 
carbon  monoxide,  carbon  dioxide,  hydrogen  chloride,  hydrogen 
sulphide,  ammonia,  sulphur  dioxide,  nitric  oxide,  methane,  and 
ethylene. 

B. — Quantitative. 
1.  The  gravimetric  and  volumetric  estimation  of  commonly 
occurring  substances. 

•1.  The  determination  of  carbon  and  hydrogen,  nitrogen, 
sulphur  or  halogens  in  organic  compounds. 

3.  The  volumetric  determination  of  one  or  more  of  the  con- 
stituents in  a  mixture  which  may  contain  hydrogen,  oxygen, 
carbon  monoxide,  carbon  dioxide,  methane,  ethylene,  and 
nitrogen.

11,— REGULATIONS     FOR    THE     FINAL     EXAMINA- 
TION IN   PRACTICAL   CHEMISTRY   FOR  THE 
ASSOCIATESHIP. 

1.  Candidates  shall  be  required  to  show  a  thorough  acquaint- 
ance with  at  least  one  branch  of  Analytical  Chemistry. 

2.  Any  Candidate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  present  a  thesis  or 
dissertation  upon  any  Chemical  subject  to  which  he  has  paid 
special  attention,  and  the  thesis,  if  approved  by  the  Examiners, 
may  be  taken  as  part  of  the  Examination.  The  Examiners,  how- 
ever, shall  be  at  liberty  to  apply  any  test  which  they  think  desirable 
either  viva  voce,  or  by  writing,  or  by  experimental  work,  in  order 
to  obtain  evidence  as  to  the  practical  knowledge  of  Chemistry 
possessed  by  the  Candidate. 

?>.  The  Examination  Fee  of  £3  3s.  shall  be  paid  before  admission 
to  this  Examination.  If  a  Candidate  withdraws  his  name,  or 
fails  to  present  himself  at  the  Examination,  or  fails  to  pass  it, 
the  Fee  shall  not  be  returned  to  him,  but  he  shall  be  allowed  to 
enter  for  one  subsequent  Final  Examination  upon  payment  of  an 
additional  Fee  of  £2  2s. 


12.— QUALIFICATIONS    OF     FELLOWS. 
1.  The  Charter  (clause  5,  page  15)  provides  that  under  certain 
circumstances  an  examination  shall   be  imposed.     It  will  rest 
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with  the  Council  to  determine  iu  each  ease  whether  the  Candidate 
shall  be  required  to  pass  either  or  both  the  Intermediate  or  Final 
Examinations.  The  entrance  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  Fellows  will 
continue  as  at  present  (£4  4s.)  but  in  those  cases  in  which  an 
examination  is  imposed,  the  usnal  examination  fees  shall  be  paid 
in  addition. 

•2.  In  those  cases  in  which  the  Candidate  has  not  received 
systematic  instruction  in  Physics,  the  Council  may  require  him 
to  produce  evidence  of  sufficient  knowledge  in  the  subjects  of 
Light,  Heat,  Magnetism,  and  Electricity,  by  graduation  in  science 
in  a  University,  or  by  passing  an  examination  of  equivalent 
standard  conducted  by  the  Institute  or  by  some  other  public  body. 

?>.  Candidates  for  the  Fellowship,  unless  previously  registered  as 
Associates,  shall  produce  a  certificate  of  birth  or  baptism  as  evi- 
dence of  age  ;  they  shall  also  produce  a  satisfactory  certificate  of 
moral  character. 


13.— ADMISSIOX    OF    ASSOCIATES   TO    THE 
FELLOWSHIP. 

1.  In  cases  where  the  person  applying  for  admission  as  a  Fellow 
has  previously  been  admitted  as  an  Associate,  the  Council  require 
of  every  such  person  proof  that  he  has  fulfilled  the  conditions  laid 
down  in  clause  5,  of  the  Charter,     (see  p.  5) 

2.  Applications  for  Transfer  shall  be  made  to  the  Council  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  sigued  by  some  responsible  person, 
preferably  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute,  testifying  that  the  Candidate 
has  been  engaged  bond  fide  in  the  study  and  practical  applications 
of  Chemistry,  the  nature  of  which  must  be  specified.  Candidates 
must  not  be  less  than  24  years  of  age. 

3.  The  Entrance  Fee  (vide  Charter,  p.  12  and  Bye-law*  (J8) 
payable  on  election  is  Four  Guineas.     No  name  can  be  transferred 

*  Bye-law  68.  Entrance  fees  not  exceeding  Five  Guineas  shall  be  paid  by 
every  person  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  in  addition  to  the  Annual  Subscrip- 
tion, the  amount  of  such  Entrance  Fees  to  be  determined  by  the  Council  from 
time  to  time.

14.— FEE8. 

1.  Bye-law  Gl).  Upon  the  admission  of  any  person  as  Fellow  or 
Associate  of  the  Institute,  he  shall  obtain  from  the  Council  a 
Certificate  of  Fellowship  or  of  Associateship.  And  every  Member 
of  the  Institute  shall  once  in  every  year,  whilst  he  continues  a 
Member  of  the  Institute,  renew  such  Certificate,  but  on  payment 
only  of  his  Annual  Subscription,  if  any  such  Subscription  be 
payable.
